Owing  to  postal  regu¬ 
lations  trees  larger  than  3  to  4  feet  cannot  be  sent  by  parcel  post.

Pacific  R.  R.  We  have  a  very  good  system  of  roads  as  the  new  Mo.  100  has  just 
been  completed.  In  driving  from  the  East  or  Southeast  take  U.  S.  50  or  U.  S.  66 
to  Mo.  47.  By  continuing  straight  on  No.  47  you  automatically  enter  No.  100. 
From  the  South  we  are  served  by  two  farm  to  market  roads  E  and  C,  both  running 
from  U.  S.  50  to  New  Haven.  In  coming  from  the  North  or  Northwest,  use  the 
free  bridge  at  Hermann,  Mo.,  or  the  New  Haven  ferry.  During  the  shipping 
season  we  are  open  on  Sunday.
